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Agriculiure: The continuing official concern about the lack of progress shown by the
livestock industry is reflected in a number of regional brosdcasts with charges ranging from
faulty distribution of fodder to cpen viclations of the agricultural statute. Losses of
cattle, often euphemigtically referred to as fsilure to achieve numerical increasges, are
reported from a number of Aareas.

GRODMENSKAYA PRAVDA {Jan. 16) speaks of the inadequate fodder rationing which "dooms the
cattle to undernourishment” during the second part of the winter, and is responsible for

the "decreasing numbera" and lower productivity of the livestock. The above reference is
made to the Grodno oblast as a whole but a glaring example of the malpractice is cited in

the cage of the "Ilyizch" scllective farm where "not one" of the cattle breeders knows how
much and what kind of fodder should be given to "thiz or that group of animals."

SOVETSKAYA STBIR {Jan. 18) discusaes the "antikolkhoz practices" and "serious violations"

of the agricultural state in Orzdynsky, Toguchinsky, Iskitimsky and Maslyaninsky rayons and
concludes that “such an attitude can enly be expectsd from the enemies of the kolkhoz system."
Individual workers as weli as organizations and establishments, it appears, are '"delibera-
tely harming" the collective farms. In Ordynsky rayoun, for example, & number of officials from
the Chairman of the Executive Committee down are said to be "among those violating the
statute", and the head of the rayon machine-tractcr station is ¥nown to be accepting

bribes. The chaotic sitaation brought about by such officisls, says the paper. is not
surprising:

Available eviderce shows squandering of property,
livestock, produce, work days and the improper dis-
tribution of profits. Tn a numter of places...
auditing is not being carried out and there ls a large
indebtiedness.

That post_of the Ukeainisn gblasis have failed to increase their liveatock productivity

is admitted by RADYANSKA UKRAINA on Jan. 25. In Kemeneta-Podolsk, Zhitemir, Chernigov,
Ternopol and other oblasts the average milk yield per cow is in fact "lower than in 1950."
(There is no indicaticn, however, as to the size of the average milk yield per cow in 1950).
In at least four oblests Kamenets-Podoulsk, Vinnitsa. Poltava and Rovac the plan to incresse
the number of hogs was "considerably underfulfilled.” (Chernigov oblast, it is revealed,
has consigtently feiled to fulfill its livesteck-raising plang in the past three years.
Another undersirable feature which mest of the Ukrainian oblagis and rayons have in common,
according to the peper, are the uniformly bad wintering canditions for the stock. This

is simply attributed to the "many shortcamings and migtakes" on the part of the livestock
industry but the inferior coudition of the stock itself is implicitly associated with

the Ylosges and theft of fodder" over which no control is said to be exercised by the
appropriate authorities. The lack of interest in the development of the livestock

industry is sharply criticized by RADYANSKA ZHITOMIRSHCHINA (Jan. 25). The editorial
asserts that the rayon soviets and agricultural departments" completely failed to

attend" to that important branch of agriculture in meny parts of the oblast particularly

in Lyubarskiy, Corodnitskiy, Barashivskiy, Bazarcvskiy, Zhitorirskiy and Korostenskiy rayons.
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Most unsatisfactory {kraine neudcvletvoritelno) is ORLOVSYXAYA PRAVDA's verzion of the
winter maintenance of the stock in the oblast {Jan. 27). Desgpite the fact that the

fodder shortage is already making itself felt in a number of rayons. the paper says. "not
even the siaplest meagurec" have ag yeti been taken tc remzay the situation. Just how

the lack of folder affects the development of cattle-raising is evident from the follcwing
edivorial remark: '"it iz understandable that such an indifferent attitude to communal
stockbreeding deoes not 1nirease but does lower the size ot the kolkhoz herds." Named

a8z the critizcal areas are Uritekiy, Khabenetsk, Volodarsk and Sudbishechensk rayons where no
accounts are kept of the fodder supplies and nc plans are drawn up {or monthly fodder
rations and consumrpticn. The failure to keep accounts, 1T appears, is not peculiar to

the Orel oblast farms alone. A ZARYA editorial (Dnepropetrovzk, 29 January) complains
that asqount records are not Xept at the stock farms. This vicious practice, the paper hints,
may be designed to cover up "the bad organization of feeding, care and maintenance of
livegiock and accounting for iivestock popalation..." The 1951 livestock development

plan ig an admitted failure in Nikopolskiy, Krynichamskiy, Stalinskiy eand Shirckovekiy
rayons. % is also said tc ke a n2ar fallure in Verkxlme-Dneprovskiy, Sofiyskiy,
Shtchorskiy and a number of other unnamed rayons whose previous "great mistakec!

have led to "a great lag" in the development of the livestock 1ndustry,

The sensitivity of the livestocK Issue and the gingerly approach to it on the part of
many stock men is implicitly admatted by VELIKOLUKSKAYA PRAVDA {Jan. 29). The paper
inveighs against the "perniticus practice’ of evading tke sericus responsibilities
involved in cattle breeding, and declares that such evasions are frequently camouflaged
by quaci-legalirties. Thus the management of a number of machine-tractor stations

ave delib:srately excluded from their collective agreements 'the main clauses’ regard-
ing the productivity of ccmmiral stock breeding.

A Karamyshev dispateh from Altai Xrai carried by PRAVDA on Jan. 19 (not broadcast)

says that the trastor situation in that aree iz extremely unsatisfactory snd thst

the krai authoritieg ars aprarently unaware of it., The overall efficiency of many
machine-tracteor stations, says Keramyshev, is far beloe standard and a great numbsr of
machines are prematurely put cut of commissicn (prezbdevremsone vykhodiat iz stroya)

due to the inadequate qualiticaticns of the operators. In Chumysh oblast, for example,

the powerful caterpiliar tractors are used only cne shift per dav while the gtandard wheel
traztors are not employed at all. What the krai needs, aczordicg to the author, is better
trained mechanizationp workers and more of them, but the training system 1s no* conducive

to such progreéss. Curiously enocugh, the digpatch continues the Altail agricultursl offi-
cials appear to be quite satisfied with their cadre-training and even quote the latest

USSR Agricultyre Ministry report As saying that "our krai is far ‘rom the bottom of

{bezzabotnost) manifested in the gelection o¢f studerts for technical training

iz matched bty the reluctance of the individual machine-tractor staticns to send any

of their workers to scthool. They in fact do everything poesable to keep the tractor drivers
out of schoul ‘oni vgiachezki uklonyayutsia ot posylici traktorisgtev na kurey). Neither the
Krai Party Committee nor the Exscutive Committee, according to Karamystev, geem to be worried
about the technical end of agriculture, and yet "there is not the slightest justificza-

tion f'or such cemplacency" (dlis takogo blagoduchia net na maleishego osnovania).

An IZVESTIA editorial of Jan. 23 sheds additional light on the current drive for

greater utilization of farm machinery. An upsard revigion of production norms. though

oot gpecifically menticned by the paper. may be inferred from the editorial's oblique
referenses to the resigtance to it on the part of certain sgricaltural leaders. The
lavter  the peper claims, are using all sorts of arguments with the object of "digproving
the value of this important inmovation (2 or 3 shift trastor work)." No reason is given
for the resistAnce to the mentioned "inmovation", but in view of the shortage of trained
tractor drivers digcussed earlier in this report, the proposed intensification of machinery
utilization clearly implies an additional load on the existing personnel. Hence the
reluctance 1o submit te 1t

But the leaders of various Seviet and adminig-
trative organg, instead of surpoerting any valuable
initiative, prevent it from developing fearing any
difficulties or rigks and indeed stif(le it,
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rreferring to keep to the kmown and well-

trodden paths...Everyone yearning for a quiet

and trouble-free life and used to old ways must be
sub lected to the geverest criticism.

An anonymous article broadcast from Kirovograd (Jan. 18) says that the repair of machine-
tractor astation equipment in the oblast is "lagging far behind" the plan. The inauspicious
start made by the repair crews has kept the work 34% to 62% short of the targets, emd the
repair work alreody ccmpleted is of dubious quality. Discussing the same sub ject on

Jan. 23, KIROVOGRADSKA PRAVDA is aritical of the acute shortege of well trained tractor and
combine operators which has led to a repetition of last year’s mistakes: most tractors are
working only cme shift per day. The low attendance of the "mechenization" schools is

held respongible for the mentioned shortage but no reasem is given for the difficulties
attendant upon recruting the required number of students. Thus the Shchaslivaky machine-
tractor statien, for example, is short 40 qualified drivers but only 13 are in training,
and of the £l operators needed by the Komintern station only 19 are attending school.

The only hint that lack of inducement may in some measure ascount for the reluctance to
take up mechanization courses is seen in a report from Novosibirsk (Jan. 23) saying

that "there are many experienced tractor drivers working as storekeepers."

Lepsheyeva in KURSKAYA FRAVDA (Jan. 25) implicitly refers to the shortage of men in
agriculture and wants to lmow why the recruitment of young women for tractor-driving
courses 'has nearly stopped:"

CPYRGHT What is the matter? during the Fatherland War and the

first postwar years maechine-tractor station cadres
consisted mostly of women. Women tractor drivers,
combine crerators and other workshop workers were
fulfiliing with honor their duties under conditiong
more difficult than the present cnes.

In Rostov oblast, the tractor-combine situation has deteriorated to such an extent
thet immediate and radical measures must be taken to cope with the shortage of |
trained operators, according to a MOLOT editorial of Jan. 27. The Tagannog
mechanization school, for example, was barely eble to recruit 66 persons for tractor
driver courses instead of the required 200. Some of the oblast’s machine-tractor
stetions, like the Zhitanikovsky and othees, sre said to be "drifiing salong aimlessly"
and simply unsble to find a solution for their persornel problems. Only 13 of the
scheduled 45 giudents were found to attend school. The mechanizaticn school at the
"Seonadtsatiy Parts’ezd" kolkhoz was to turn ocut 10 specislists but only one student
wag found attending it.

The personnel in the higher echelons of agricultural administration is dealt with in
2 number of broadcasts, most of them stressing their practical rather than political
qualifications. Thus & RABOCY! ' #UT editorial (Jan. 18) asserts that the selection,
training and appointments of “¢r= mazegers is not receiving sufficient attention on
the part of agricultural suthcritiez. A farm manager, the paper emphasizes
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ais*t e thoroughly famillar with every aspect of collective farm activities, and a
good political background alone is obvious ly not encugh: "only well trained and effi-
¢ient workers should be gelected and put at' the head of every rarm. The same applies
to ccllective farm chairmen, according to VELIXOLUYSKAYA PRAVDA {(Jan. 19), especially
now that most of the farms have been consolidated. The paper admits that only a few
of the former chairman of small farms are equal to their new rosts as heads of the
enlargsd xarma. In mos* cages, however, tbeir ignorance of agriculture snd lack

of eduretion in general tend to hinder agrigultura‘ progress: "A collective farm
chairmar. mist have a secondary or high agricultural education."” The adverse effect of
thece "wrong" appointments, it is claimed, i reflected in the mismanagenment of a
rumber of large artels where tne farm stam(t,e is disregarded and "idlers and pilferers
of coumunal property" are covered up. We have no bad collertive {arms, the paper
concludes. only bad administrators, and a further improvement in the work of

collective farm chairmen is a zine qua non ‘for the 1mprc,v¢~ment of agrisulture.

orthodoxy of the various scientific-research institutes and the institutions of hirher
learnin;s whoge treatument of the history of the Buryati-lfonsolian people is 'mot at all
satizfactory." (soversnenno nendovletvoritelno). Similar failings though in lesser 2
degree are attributed alee to the Party organizations of the Republic's philarmonic
orchestra and the VUriters® Union.
